the whole woꝛld had bin there pzepared in the beft man- 
ner that Art conld ſet them out 2 whilſt he feaſted thus 
thcir ſmelling, he waned his wand againe, and there 
came diners Nations in ſundzp habits(as Ruſſians 
landcrs, Indians, Armenians) all bzinging ſundzy kinds 
of Furres, ſuch as their Countries peelded: all which 
they pꝛeſented to the Ring and Quene ; thele Furres 
wete ſo ſoſt in the touch, that they highly pleaſed all 
thoſe that handled them; then allet ſome odde fantaſticke 
dantes (aſter their C ountrep manner) they vaniſhed - 
way : then aſked Fryer Bacon the Kings Maiefty, if 
that her deſired anp mozeof his ſkill? the King anſwes 
red that hee was fally ſatiſſied ſoʒ that time, ans that ha 
onely now thought of ſomething that be might beſtow 
on him, that might parfly ſatisfie the kindneſſe that her 
had receined. Fryer Bacon ſaid, that hte deſired nothing 
ſa much as his M aieſt ie loue, and it that he might be aſs 
ſared of that, hes would thinke himſelfe happy in it: fo2 
that (ſaidthe King) be thou ener ſure of if, in token of 
which receine this Jewell, and withall gaue him acoſtly 
Jewellfcom bis necke. The Fryer did with great re- 
uerente thanke his Maiellie, and ſaid ; as pour Paie- 
ſties vaſſall you ſhall euer finde me ready to doe pou ſer» 
uice, pour timeefne&de ſhall finde it both beneficiall and 

delizhtfall. Bat amongſt all theſe Gentlemen, I ſe not 
the man that pour Gꝛace did ſend fo2 me by, ſure he hath 
loſt his wap, 8s2eiſemet with ſome ſpozt that detaines 
him ſo long, 3 pꝛomiſed to be here befoze him, and all 
this noble Afſeinbly can witneſſe J am as god as my 
woꝛd; Jheare him comming: with that entered the 
Gentleman all bedurted (foz he had tid thzough ditches, 
quagmires, plathes, and waters, that he was in a moſt 
pittifull caſe) hes ſeeing the Fryer thers laked full an- 
gerly, and bid a pore on all his Devils, fo; they had 
led him ont of bis way,and almoſt dꝛotoned him. Be not 
Angry ir (ſaid Fryer Bacon) here is an old friend of 
tours that hath moze cauſe; = ſheath tarried 7 = 
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thz& houres fo2 pou (with that hee pulled vp the Yan- 
gings, and behinde them ſtod aKitchin-maide with a 
baſting-ladle in her hand) now am J as goodas my wo2d 
wih vou: foz J pꝛomiſed to helpe you to pour ſwert⸗ 
beat, how do pou like this:? So ill, anſwered the Gentle⸗ 
man, that J will be reuenged of yon.” Thꝛeaten not (ſaid 
Fryer Bacon) leaſt J do you moze hame, and doe rou 
take ha de how you give (chollers the lye againe: but be⸗ 
cauſe J know not how well you are ſtoʒed with money 
at this time, 2 will beare your wenches charges home: 
with that ſhe vaniſhed away: the King, Nugne, and all 
the company laughed toſ& with what ſhame this Gen- 
tleman indured tbe ſight of his greaſie wert heart: but 
the Gentleman went away diſcontented. Lhis bone, 
Fryer Bacon toke his leaue ofthe Bing and Qu ne, and 
receiued from them diuers gifts (as well as thankes) foz 
his Art he ſhewedthem. |

How Fryer Becon decciucd his Man, that would faſt for 
his conſcience lake. / 


F Kyer Bacon had one onely man to attend on him and 
be to was none ofthe wiſeſt, fo; hee kept him in 
charity, moz2 then fo2 any ſeruice he had ot him. This 
man of his (named Miles) never could indure to faſt as 
other religious perſons did, foʒ alwapes hee had in one 
co2ner, oz another, fleſh, which hee wou d eate when his 
Maiſter eat bzead only, o2 elſe did faſt and ab ſtaine from 
all things. Fryer Bacon ſæing this, thought at one time 
oꝛother to be euen with him, which he did one Fryday 
in this manner. Miles on the Thurſday night had pzoui- 
ded a great blacke-pudr ing faz his Frydapes faſt; this 
pudding put he in his pocket (thinking belike to heate 
(flo, fozhis Maiſter had no fire on thoſe dayes) on the 
nertday, who was ſo demure as Miles, hee tated as 
though hee would not haue eat any thing: when his

Mailler offered him ſome bꝛe ad, he refuſed it, ſaping, his 
ſinnes delerued a greater penance then one dayesfalt in 
a whole werke: dis paiſter commended himſo2 it, any 
bid him take hed that he did not diſemble : fo2ifhe vid, 
it ould at laſt be knowne; then were J Wwozſe then a 
CTurke ſaid Miles: ſo went he fozth as ik he would hang 
gone to pꝛap pꝛiuatelꝑ, but it was foz nothing but to pꝛey 
vpon his blacke pudding; that pulled he out, (ſoʒ it was 
halfe roaſted with the heatc of his bum) and ſell to it 
luſtily; but he was deceiued, foz hauing put ons end in 
his mouth, ho coulo neither get it out againe noꝛ bite it off, 
ſo that her ſtamped ont fo he pe: his Paiſter hearing 
him came, and finding him in that manner, toke hold of 
the other end ofthe pudding, and led him to the hall, and 
ſhewedhim to all theSchollers,ſaping : Se here mp god 
kriends and fellow Students what a deusut man my ſer· 
nant Miles is, he loueth not to bꝛeake a faſt dap, witnefſe 
this pudding that his con'ience will not let him ſwal⸗ 
low: 3 will haue him to be en example ſoʒ pon all, then 
fred hee him to a window by the end of the pudding, 
where poze Miles ſtod like a Beare tyed by the noſe to a 
ſtake, and indured many flontes and mockes: at night 
his PBailterreleaſed him from his penance ; Miles was 
glad ofit, and did vow neuer to bꝛeake moze faſt dayes 
whilf that he lined.

How Fryer Bacon ſaued a Gentleman that had giuen him- 
ſelfe to the Deuill. 


Oxfordſhire there lined a Gentleman, that hav

fe ſo bzead as would m 
15 > Go of his * Kats that hes hase 
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The famous Hiſtory 
in, and the pꝛeſent want that he now ſuftafved,made him 
to grow deſperate and regardleſſe both of his ſoule and 
bodies offate; which gaus the Denill occafion to wozke 
vpon his weakneſſe in this mannerfollowing. 

On a time, he being alone fall of griefe and care, 
(griefe ſoz his ſollies paſt, and care how to get a poze 
lining fo2 the remainder of his dayes) the Deuill came 
to him and aſked him what he wanted (he came not in 
a ſhape tcrrible , but like an old penny-father.) This 
Gentleman was amazed at his ſodaine pzeſence,but hea- 
ring him demand of his wants, hes toke fo him courage 
and ſaid; 4 want all things, J want money fo bup mp 
apparell, monep to buy m meat, money fo recteme 
my Land, and monep to pap my debts: Can, 02 will 
pou helpe me in ths miſerp? J will, anſwered the De- 
wi'h, on ſome conditions helpe pou to menep foz to ſup- 
ply all theſe wants, and that ſodainly. Dn any condition, 
ſaid the Gentleman, helpe me, and A ſweare foz fo per- 
fozmethem : J take no oathes (anſwered the Deuill) 
A muſt haue bonds, if you will doe ſo, mat mer by tte 
Mods ſide to mozrow mo2ning, and thete J will haue 
the moneys ready: J will, ſaid the Gentleman (fo2 bee 
pee man was glad ef it on anp-cenditions, as hex ſaid 
beſoze.) The nert dap hee went to the TZU ad where the 
Deuill had pzomiſ:d to mit him: long had he not 
bene there, but her beheld the Deal! comaring, and af- 
ter him two other like Scraingmen with Bagges of 
manep: this reioyced the phie Sentlemans heart to 
thinke that her ſhould once againe line like a man. The 
Denill comming to him ſaid: ſonne J will perſozine inp 
p2omiſe vnto you, if that you will ſeale to the conditions 
that J haue here already dzawne: willingly ſ#4d-the 
Gentleman, J will, J pzap re id them The Denill-re::d 


tem to this effect ; that he lent him ſo much money as be 
Hoaldhanenedof, to be imployed to theſe bſes ſyl/ow- 


ing: Firff, fored@me his mozgag'd Land; next to. pay 
dis debts: laſtly, to buy dim ſuch necefſaries as he wan 
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of Eryer Bacon. 


ted: this to be lent on thiscondition, that ſo ſone as he 
had paid all his de bts, that he ſhonld be at the lenders dii⸗ 
poſing, and without any delay, freely to pteld himſelſe to 
dim vpon the firfk demand of the afozeſaio lender. To this 
the Gentleman ſealed, and had the money carried to his 
Chamber, with which moncp het in ſhozt time red tem ed 
dis Land, and bought ſuch things as he needed, and like · 
wiſe payed all his debts, ſothat thete was not ano man 
that could aſke ołhim one pennp. 

Thus lined this Gentleman once againe in great 
credit, and grew ſo great a huſband that hee increaſed 
higeſta'e, and was richer then ener his father befoze 
bim was: but long did this iop of his not continue, lo; 
one day hee being in his Studie the Deuill appeared vnto 
him, and did tell him that now his Land was redeemed, 
and his debts paid, end thereſdꝛe the time was come 
that he muſt peeld himſelfe to his mercy, as hee was 
bound by bond. This troubled the Gentleman to heare, 
but moze to thinke how that he muſt become a ſlaue to a 
ſtranger that bee did not know (foz hee knew not as pet 
that he was the Demill) but being vrged to anſwer fo 
hinſelfe (by che Deuill) he ſaid that he had not as yet 
paid all his debts, and therefoze as pet hee wos not liable 
tothe bonds ſtraitconditions.

be went his wap, leauing the Gentleman halle dead 
with feare. 

When ber was gone, the Gentleman reuiuing be- 
thought himſelle in what a miſerable (fate he was now 
in, then wiſhed he that he had liued and died poꝛelp, then 
curſed he all his ambitions theughta. that led him firſt to 
de ſire againe that wealth which he had ſo vainly by his 
riot loft: then would hee curſe his pꝛodigall * 
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that were the oziginallof all his miſerp: thus was he toz- 
mented along time in his minde, at laſt he fully reſelued 
to end his wꝛetched life by ſome violent deatb, and to 
that end he went fo2th thinking to kill himſeife, which 
he had done, had it not beene foz the Freer: oʒ as he was 
falling vpon his ſwoꝛd, Fryer Bacon tame by anc called 
to him to hold, which he div. Fryer Bacon demandes of 
him the cauſe why he was ſo deſparate that he would run 
headlong to hell? O ſir, ſaid he, the caute is great, and the 
relation is ſo terrible to me, that J would intreat vou 
not to trouble me any moze, but to ſeaue me to my owne 
wil: his anſwer filled the Fryer with amazement t pitty 
both at once, which made him to vꝛge him in this manner. 
Sir, ſhould J leaue you to his wilfall damnation, 3 
were vnfit ener hereafter to weare oz touch any robe 
that belongeth vnto the holy Oder, whereof J am a 
Bzother; you know (A doubt not) that there is giuen 
power to the Church to abſolue penitent ſinners, let not 
pour wilfulneſſe take away from pou that ben eit which 
you map receine by it: freely conſeſſe your ſclſe (J pꝛap) 
you bnto me, and doubt not but J will giue pour trou- 
bled conſcienceeaſe : Father (ſaid this Gentleman) x 
know all that you haue ſpoken is truth, end J haue 
many times receiued comfo2t from the mother Church, 
(J dare not ſap our, fo2 J feare that ſhee will neuer re- 
ceine me foz a childe) J haue no part in her benedicicn, 
vet ſince yon requeſt ſo earneſtly the cauſe, 3 wil tell 
pou, heare it and tremble. now then that x hagegiuen 
my lelte to the denill foz a little wealth, and he 5 
in this Mood maſt haue mee: now haue you mp 
grieſe, but Jknow not how fo get comfozt. This is 


ſtrange(quoth Fryer Bacon) pet beofgoodcomfozt, pes 
nitentiall teares may doe much, whichſ& pou doe not 
ſpare: ſoone J will viſit you at pour houſe, and giue pan 
that comfozt (J hope) that will beget peu againeto 
godnefle:the Gentleman with theſe wozds was ſome: 
what comfozted and returned home. Atnight Frycr 
Bacon 
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Baeon came to him and found him full of teares foz his 
bapnous offence,fo2 thoſe tearts he gaue him hope ot par⸗ 
den, demanded further what conditions hee had made 
with the Deuil: the gentlemen told him, how that he had 
pꝛomiſed himſelfe to him ſa ſone as he had paid all his 
bebfs : which he now had done, foꝛ he owed not one penp 
to anpmanliuing. Mell, ſaid Fryer Bacon, continne 
thy ſozrow fo2 thy finnes, and to mozrow meete him 
without feare, and be thou content to ſtand to the next 
mans iudgement that ſhall come that way, whe: her 
thou doeſt belong to the deuill oꝛ no: feare not, but do (0, 
and be thou aſſured that J will be he that ſhall come by, 
and will giue ſuch judgement on typ ſide, that thou ſhalt 
bee fre from him: with that Fryer Bacon went home, 
andthe Gentleman went to his pzapers. 

In the mozning the Gentleman (after that he had 
bleſſed himſelſe) went to the TN ood where he found the 
deuill ready foz him, ſo ſoone as he came neare, the deuill 
ſaid: now decetuer are you tome, now ſhalt thoa ſe that 
J can and will pzoue that thou haſt paid all thy debts, 
and therefoze thy ſoule belongeth to me. Thou art a de- 
teiuꝛr(ſaid the gentleman) and ganeſt me money to cheat 
me of my ſonle, ſoʒ elſe why wilt theu be thy own Judge: 
let me haue ſoine other ts iuoge betwæne vs. Content 
ſaid the Deui l, take whom thou wilt: then J will haue 
(ſatd the gentleman)the next man that cometh this way: 
hereto tho Decull agreed. No fwoner were theſe wozes 
ended, but Fryer Bacon came by, to whom this Gentle- 
man ſpake, and requeſted, that he would be indge in a 
waighty matter bꝛtwa ne them two: the Fryer ſaid, be 
was content, fo both parties were agrerd: the De uill 
ſaid they were, and told Fryer Baconhow the caſe ſtad 
befwenethcmin this manner. 

Know Fryer,that J ſ&ing this pꝛodig al like to ſtarve 
ſoʒ want of fwd, lent him money, not onely to buy him 
viquals, but alſo to redms his lands and pay his debfs, 
comitionarily that ſo ſore as his debts were paid, = 
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be ſhould gine himſelfe freely ts me, to this here is his 
band ((hewing him the Bond) now my time us expired, 
ſoʒ all his debts are paid which her cannot denie. This 
taſe is plaine, if it be ſo that his debts are paid: his fl. 
lence tonfirmes it ſaid the Diuell, therefoze giue him a 
iuſt ſentence. J will ſaid Frier Bacon: But firſt tell me 
(ſpeaking to the Gentleman) didſt thou neuer pet gine 
the Deuill any of his monp backe, nozrequite him any 
wayes: neuer had hee any thing of me as pet (anſwered 
the Gentleman) then neuer let him haue any thing of 
ther and thou art fre : deceiuer ot mankind, ſaid he{fpeah- 
ing to the Deuill) it was thy bargaine, neuer to mod dle 
with him ſo long as her was indebted to any, now how 
canſt thou demand ol him any thing, when he is indebted 
foz all that ber hath to ther, when her payeth the thy mo⸗ 
nep, then take him as thy due till then thou haſt nothing 
to doe with him: and ſo J charge ther to be gone. At this, 
the Deuill vaniſhed with great hozroz, but Fryer Bacon 
comfozted the Gentleman, andlent him home with a qui⸗ 
ef conſciente, bidding him neuer to pay the Weuils money 
backe as be tendzed his owne ſaſety: which he pꝛomiled 
foz to obſerne.

Bzaſſe. To this purpoſe he got one Fryer Bungey to 
aſiſthim, who waga great Scholler and a aa

(buf not fo bee compared fo *Fryer Bacon) theſe tws 
with great fudy and paines ſo framed a head ot Baſſe, 
that in tye inward parts thereof there was all things 
(like as is in a naturali mans head: this being done, they 
were as farre from perfection of the wozke as they were 
befoze, fo2 they knew not how to giue thoſe parts that 
they had made motion, without which it was impoſſible 
that it (ould ſpeake ; many bokes they read, but pet 
could not finde out anp hope of what they ſought, ſo that 
at the laſt they concluded to raiſe a ſpirit, and to know 
of him that which they could not attaine to by their 
owne ſfndies. To do this they pzepared all things ready 
and went one Cuening to a Mod thereby, and alter 
many ceremonies vſed, they (pake the woꝛds of coniura- 
tion, which the Deuill ſtraight obeyed and appeared 
vnto them, aſking what they would? know, faid Fryer 
Bacon, that we haue made an axtiſiciall head ot Bzaſſe, 
wbich we would haue fo ſpeake, to the furtherante of 
which ws haue raiſed thee, and being raiſes, we will 
here k&#pe the, vnleſſe thou toll to vs the way and man- 
ner how to make this Head te ſpeake. The Deulll told 
him that he had not that power of himſelſe: beginner of 
Ives (ſaid Fryer Bacon) J know that thou doſt diNem» 
ble, and therefoze tell it vs quickly, ozelſe wir will here 
bind the to remaine during our pleaſures. At theſe thaeat- 
nings the Deuilltonſented fo doe it, and told them, that 
with a continuall ſume of the ſix hoteſt Simples it ſhould 
haue motion, and in one month ſpaceſpeake.the Time ot 
the monetd oz day her knew not: alſo be told them, that 
ik they heard it not befoze it had done ſpeaking, all their 
labour ſhould be loſt; they being (afiſſied, licenſed the 
Spirit foz to depart. 
hen went theſe two learned Fryers home againe, 
and pꝛepared the Simples ready; and made the fume, 
and with continuall watching attended when this Bꝛa- 
ſen head would ſpeake : thus watched they foz thai 
werkes without anp cet, - that they wers ſo * 
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and fleepy, that they could not any longer refaine from 
reſt; then called Fryer Bacon his man Miles, and told 
bim, that it was not vnknowne fo him what paines Fry- 
er Bungy and himſelfe. had taken fo2 thzx werkes ſpace, 
onelp to make, ans fo heare he Bꝛalen-head ſpeake, 
which if they did not, then hid they loſt all their labour, 
and all England had a great loſſe thetebp: thereſoze he in⸗ 
treated Miles that he would watch whileſt that they dap, 
and call them if the Head ſpeake. Feare not, god aller 
(ſaid Mailes) 3 will not ſlerpe, but harken and attend vp⸗ 
on the head, and il it dee chance to ſpeake, J will call pou: 
thereloze J pzay take you both your reſts and let me a- 
lone foz watching this head. Alter Fryer Bacon had gi- 
nen him a great charge: The ſecond time, Fryer Bun- 
gy and he went to ſlæpe, and left Miſcs alone to watch 
the Bꝛaſen head: Miles, to ktepe him from ſleping, got a 
Taboz and Pipe, and being mercy diſpoſed, ſung this

Miles halfe dead with feare, ſaib that it fell 
do wne of it ſelfe, and that With the nopſe and fire that 
followed her was almoſt frightcd out of his wits; Fry- 
er Bacon aſked him if her did not ſpeake? pes (quoth 
Miles) it ſpake, but fo no purpoſe, Ile hate a Parref 
ſpeake better in that time that pou haue bæne teaching 
this Bꝛazen head. Out on the Lillaine (ſaid Fryer Ba- 
con) thou haſt vndone vs both, hadſt thou but called vs 
when it did ſpeake, all England had in walledround a- 
bout with Bꝛaſſe, to ifs glozy and our efernall ſames: 
wat were the wozds it ſpake ? very ſew (ſaid Miles) and 
thoſe were none ofthe wiſeſt that 3 haue heard neither : 
firſt he ſaid Time is. Yadſt thou cati'd vs then (ſais Fryer 
Bacon) we had bene made fo? euer: then (ſaid Miles) 

alfe an houre after it ſpake againe and ſaid, Time was. 
nd weulſt thou not call vs then (ſaid Bungy?) Alas 
(faid Miles) I thdugbt be would haue teld me ſome long 
Tale, andthen J purpoſed to haue called pou: then 
halfe an houre after he cried Time is paſt, and made ſuch 
a nopſe, that ha hath waked you himſel'e m& thinkes. 
At this Fryer Bacon was in ſuch a rage, that hee would 
C3 
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haue beaten his man, but he was reſtrained by Bunge y: 
but neuertheles loꝛ his puniſhment he with his Art ruck 
him dumbe {oz one whole months pace. Tus that great 
wozke of theſe learned Fryers wes oicrthzown (to their 
great griefes) by this ſinplt fellow. |

How Fryer Bacon by his Art tooke a Towne, when che 
King had lyen betore it three months, without doing to 


it any hurt. * 


N thoſe times when Fryer Bacon did all his (range 
trickes, the Kings of England had a great part of 
France, which they held a long t me. ill ciniil warreg 
at home in this Land made them to loſe it: it did chance 
that the Ring of England (faz ſome cauſe beſt knowne 
to himſelfe) went into France with a great Armie, 
where after many vicozies , hœ did beſicge a ſtrong 
Zowne. and lay befoze it full thze monetus, without 
doing to the Tolone any great damage, but rather r£- 
ceiued the hurt himſelfe This vid ſo bere the Bing, 
that ho: ſought to take it in any wap, ei! her by policp 0z 
ſtrength: To this intent he made P2oclamation, that 
who ſoeuer could deliuer this Towne ino is hand, her 
ſhould haue foz his paines ten thouſand C ownes truc ly 
paid. This was pꝛoclaimed, but there was none found 


that would vndertake it: At length the newes did come 


into England of this great reward that was pꝛomiſed. 
Frycr Bacon hearing of it, went into Prance, and be- 
ing admitted to the Kings pzeſence, he thus pake vnfo 
him: Pour Mais ſtie Jam ſure, hath not quite fo220t 
yo: poꝛe ſubied Bacon, the loue that you ſhcwed to 
mee being, laſt in your pzeſence, hath dꝛalone me foꝛ to 
leane inp Countrey, and my Studies, to doe your Pa⸗ 
ieſtte ſeruice: J beſ&ch your Gzace, fo command mie 
lo karre as my poze Art oz life may doe you pleaſare. 
The ing thanked him fo2 his lone, but told him, that 

be 
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her had now mozenced of Armes then Art, and wanted 
bzaue Souldiets moze then learned Sctollers. Fryer 
Bacon an'wered, Pour Ou ate ſaith well; but let meer 
(vnder cozrecion) tell you, that Ait oftentimes doth 
thoſe things that are impoſſible to Armes, which J will 
make god in ſome few examples. J will ſpeaks one- 
Ip cf things pcrfozmed by Art and Naiure, wherein 
ſhall be nothing Pagicall: and fi: by the figuration of 
Art, there map be made Inſtiuments of Pauigatien 
without men to rowe in them, as great Ships tobzwke 
the Sea, onelp with one man to ſtare them, and they 
hall ſap!e farre moꝛe ſwiftly then ik they were full of 
men. Allo Chatiots that ſhall n.oue with an vnſpeak- 
able ſoꝛce, without anp liuing creature to ſtirre them. 
Likewiſe, an Inſtrument may be made to flyc withall, if 
one fit in the midſt of the Inſtrument, e doe turne an En; 
gine, by which the wings being Artifirtally compoſed, 
map beat ar ze a ter the manner of a flying Bird. Bean 
Inſtrument of thꝛe fingers high, end thza fingers hꝛoad, 
a man map rid himſelfe and otbers from all IAvipꝛziſoa· 
ment: yea, (ach an Inſtrument map eaſfiy be made, 
whereby a man may violently $zaw vnto him a thouſand 
men, will thep,nill rhey,02 any other thing. By Art alſo 
an Inſtrument may be made, where with men map 
walke in the hoftome ofthe Sea oz Kincrs without bodi- 
ly danger: this Alexander the Seat bſed(as the Cthnick 
Pbyloſopherrepoztety) fo the cn h might bebold the ſe⸗ 
crets of the Seas. ut Phyficall Figuratiovs are farre 
moze ſtreange: fo2 by that maybe framed Perſpcas and 
Toking-gla es that one:hing Wall appeare to ve manp, 
as one tan ſhall =ppezce tobe a whole Army, and one 
Sunne 0 Pope {ill ſæme diuers. Alſa perſpt as may 
be ſo framed, that things farre off ſhall ſeæme moſt nigh 
vnto vs: With one of theſe did lulu Cæſar from the 
Ses coaſts in France marke and obſerue the tuation of 
tie Caſtles in England. Bodies map alſa be ſo frames, 
that the greateſt things ſhall appeare to be the * — 
gye 
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higbell lo wo ſt, the moſt ſecret to bee the moſt manifeſt, 
and in ſach like ſo2t the contyary. Thus did Socrates 
perceine, that the Dzagon which dis deſtrop the Cicic 
and Countrey adioyning. with his noxſome bzeath, and 
contagious influence, did lurke in the dinnrs betweene 
the Pountaines : and thus may all things that are done 
in Cities oꝛ Armies be diſcouered by the enemies. A- 
gaine, in ſuch wiſe may bodies bee framed, that vene- 
mous and infections influences may be bꝛought whe- 
ther a man will: In this did Ariſtotle in ſtruct Alexan- 
der; thꝛough which inſtruction the poplon of a Bafiiiſke, 
being lift vp vpon the wall of a Citie, the popſon was 
tonuapd into the Citie, to the deſtrucion thereof : 
Alſo Perſpects map be made to deceine the fight, es fo 
make a man bel&ne that he ſe&th great ſtoze of riches, 
when thatthere is not any. But it appertaineth ro a 
higher power of Figuration, that beames ſhould be 
bzought and aſſembled by diners flexions and refferions 
in anydiftance that we will, toburne any thing that is 
oppoſite vnto if, as it is wifneed by thoſe Perſpeds oz 
Glaſſes that burne befoze and behinde : But the 
greateſt and chicfeſt of all figurations and things fi- 
gured, is to deſcribe the heauenly bodies, accoꝛding to 
their length and bꝛeadth in a co2pozall Figure, wherein 
they map toꝛpoꝛaltx moue with a daily motion. Theſe 
things are woꝛth a tyingdome to a wiſe man. Theſe may 
ſuffiſe, my ropall L025, to ſhew what Art can doe: and 
theſe, with many things moze as ſtrange, J am able by 
Art fs perfozme. Then take no thought fo2 winning this 
Towne;fo2 by my Art gon ſhall(ere masy dapes be paſt) 
haue pour deſire. 

The Ning all this while heard him with admiration ; 
but hearing him now ſap, that her would budertake to 
win the Towne , he burſt out in theſe ſpeeches: Poſt 
learned Bacon, doe but what thou haſt ſaid, and 4 will 
glue thee what thou mot deſireft, either wealth, oz ho⸗ 
nour,chaſe which thon wilt, and J will be as ready to 

perkfozme,

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per oꝛme, as J haue bene to pꝛomiſe. 
Pour ꝙaieſties loue is all that J ſ&ke (ſaid the Fry- 
er) let mee haue that, and J haue honour enough; fo3 
wealth, J haue content, the wile, fhon'dſ#ke nomoze ; 
but to the purpoſe. Let pour Pioncrs raiſe vg a maunt ſo 
high (62 tattzer higher) then the wall, and then ſhall you 
ſe ſome pꝛobability ofthat which J haue pꝛomiſed. 
This ount in two dapes was faiſed: then Fryer 
Bacon went with the King to the Top of it, and did 
with a perſpect ſhew to him the Towne, as plainely as 
if her had bane in it: at this the King did wonder, but 
Fryer Bacon fold him, that her ſhould wonder moꝛe, ere 
next dap none: againſt which Time, he deſired him to 
haue his whole Army in readinefſe, foz to ſcale the wall 
vpon a ſignall giuen bp him, from the Mount. This the 
King pꝛomiſed to doe, and ſo returned to his Tent full 
of Jop, that ha ſhould gaine this ſtrong Towns. In 
the mozning Fryer Bacon went bp fo the Mount and ſet 
his Glaſſes, andother znfframents vp: in the means 
time the Ring oꝛdered his Armp, and ſtod ina readineſs 
foz to giue the aſſaults when the ſignall was ginen,which 
was the wauing of a Flagge: Ere nine of the clocks 
Fryer Bacon had burnt the Sfafe-houſe of the Townes, 
with other houſes onely by his Hathematicall Glaſſes, 
which made the whole Towne in an'vp2oze,foz none did 
know how it tame: Wwhileſt that they were quenching 
of the ſame , Fryer Bacon did wane his Flagge: vpon 
which ſignallgiuen, theK vpon the Towne, and 
toke it with little oz no reM Thus thzongh the 
Art ofthis learned man the King got this rang Towne, 
which be could not doe with all his men without Fryer 


Bacons beige. 
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How Fryer Bacon ouer- came the German Coniurer Yar. 
dermaſt, and make a Spirit of his one carry him into 
Germany. 


T King of England after hie had taken in the 


Towne, ſhewed great mercy to the Jnhabifarts, 


giuiug ſome of them their lines freely, andothers bee 
ſetat libertie ſoʒ their Gold: the Towne bd kept as his 
stone, andſwoze the chiefe Citizens to be his true Sub- 
ieas. Pzeſently afterth2King of Franceſent an Am- 
balladout to the King of Englany, loz to intreat a peace 
betwiene them. This: Ambagadour being come to the 
King, he ſeaſted him (as it is the manner of Pzinces to 
doe) and with the beſt (po2ts as he had then, welcomed 
him. The Ambaſſadour ſeeiag the King of England ſo 
tree in his Loae, deficedlikewiſe to giue him ſomme taſte 
ol his gend liking, and to that intent ſent. foz one ot bis 
Eilowes (being a Germane, and named Vandermaſt) a 
famous Coniurer, who being come, be& (old the King, 
khatfinee his S2a66 had bene ſo bountiful in his lone to 
him, de would ſhew him (by a ſernant of his) ſuch won 
derfull things, that his Gzace had neuer ſerne the like be⸗ 
foze8. The King demaunded of him, ol what nature 
thoſe things. were that he would dee? The Embaſa» 
dour anſwered that they were tzings done by the Art of 
Magie. The Bing hearing of this, ſent ſtraight fo: 
Fryer Bacon, who pzcſently came, and bzought Fryer 
Bungey with him. | 

When the Banquet was done, Vandermaſt did aſke 
the King, if he defire to ſ& any Spirit of any man de⸗ 
ceaſed; andif thathe vid, h& would raiſe him in ſach 
manner and faſhion as he was in when that he lined. 
The King told him, that aboue all men her deſired to ſæ

maſt by his Art raiſed him, armed in ſuch maynerashee

was wen hx was ſlaine at the Eattell of Pharſalia: af 
this they were all highly contented. Fryer Bacon 
ſently raiſed the ghoſt of Iulius Cæſar, who could 
no Superiour, and hav flaine this Pompey at the Battell 
of Pharſalia: At the abt of him they were all amazed, 
but the Ring who ſent fez Bacon: and Vandermaſt ſaid 
that there was ſome man of Art in that pzeſence, whom 
hee deſired to ſ&. Fryer Bacon then thewed. himſelle. 
ſaying; It was J Vandermaſt, that raiſed Czſar, part⸗ 
ly fo gine content to this roy all pꝛeſente, but chiefelp foz 
to conquer thy Pompey, as he did once befoze, at that 
great Battell of Pharialia, which be now againe ſhall 
dor. Then pꝛeſentip began a fight being Cæſar and 
Pompey, which continued x god ſpace, to the content 
of all, except Vandermaſt, At laſt, Pompey was ouer- 
On and laine by Cæſat; then vaniſhed they both a- 
ay. : ; 

Py Lo2dEmbaſadour(ſaid the Ring) me thinks that 
my EngliHman hath put downe your Serman: hathhe 
no better cunning tben this? Yes, anſwered Vandcr- 
maſt, your Ozate ſhall ſee me put downe pour Engliſh- 
man, ere that you goe from hence: and therefoze Fryer 
p:epare thy ſelfe with thy beſt of Art to withFand me. 
Alas, ſaid Fryer Bacon, it is a little thing will ſerue to 
reſiſt ther i this kind. J bane here one that is my infe- 
rio; (ſhewing him Fryer Bungey) try thy Art with him; 
and il thou doe pat him to the wozt, then will I deale 
with the, and not till then. i 

Fryer Bungey then began to ſhew his Art: and after 
ſome turning and loking on his Boke, de bꝛought vp a⸗ 
mong them the Hyſperian Tree, which did beare golden 
Apples; theſe Apples were kept by a waking D2agon, 
that lap vnder the Tre: Ver hauing done this, did Van- 
dermaft finde one that durſt gatser the fruit. Then 
Vandermaſt aid raiſe the ghoſt of Hercules in his habit 
that he woze when that he was lining, and with his Club 
on his ſhoulder: Mere is —_ ſaid Vandermaſt, — 
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ſhall gather fruit from this Tre: this is Hercules, that in 
his life time gathered of this Fruit, and made the Dꝛa⸗ 
gon couch: and now againe ſhall ha gat her it in ſpight of 
all oppoſition: As Hercules was going fo plucke tbe 
fcuit, Fryer Bacon held vp his wand, at which Hercules 
ſtayed and ſeemed fearefull. Vandermaſt bid him fo? to 
gather of the fruit, oꝛ elſe hee would tozment him. Her- 
cules wag moꝛe feareſull, and ſaid, J cannot, no: J dale 
not; foz here great Bacon ſtands, whoſe charmes are 
farre moze powerfull then thine, J muſt obey him Van- 
dermaſt, Yereat Vandermaſt curft Hercules, and thzeat- 
ned him: But Fryer Bacon laughed, and bid him not to 
thale himſelie ere that his iourney was ended; fozſging 
(ſaid he) thal Hercules will doe nathing at your command, 
I will haue him doe you ſome ſeruice at mine: with that 
her bid Hercules carry him home into Germany. The 
Deuill obeped him, and toke Vandermalt on his backe, 
and went away with him in all their ſights. Bold Fry, 
er, cried the Embalfladour, J will not loſe Vandermaſt 
fo: halfe my Land. Content pour ſelfe my Lozd, an- 
ſwered Frper Bacon, J haue but ſent him home to ſe bis 
wife, and ere long he map returns. The King ofEnge 
land thanked Fryer Bacon, and fazced ſome gifts on him 
fo; his ſeruice that hee bad done fo2 him; foz Fryer Ba- 
con did ſo little reſpect mone p, that he nenen would take 
any of the king.

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How Fryer Bacon through his wiſdome ſaued the endan- 
gered liues of three Brethren. 


T VP © peace being concluded bettwerne the King of 
England and the Kingof Francs ;the KingofE©ng- 
landcame againe into his Conntreyof England, where 
he was teteined very topfully of all his ubieds: But in 
his abſence had happened a diſcozd betwæne tha 52e- 
thzen, tho like hath not ben often heard. This it was 5 
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A rich Gentleman of England dyed,and left behinde him 
th:x Sonnes. Row fo2 ſome reaſon (which was beſt 
knowne to himſelſe)he appointed none of them by name 
to be his heyꝛe, but ſpake to them all after this manner: 
Pou are all my Sonnes, and J loue pou all as a Father 
ſhould doe, all alike, not one better then the other: and 
cauſe J woulo alwayes doe rightly ſo næte as J can, 3 
leaue all my Lands and gods to him that loues me heſt: 
ZLieſe were his laſt woꝛds that he ſpake, concerning any 
wo2liblp affaires. 

After he was dead and buried, there aroſe a great ton · 
lrouerſie betwirt them, who ſhould inherit their Fa⸗ 
thers Gods and Lands, tuerp one pleading f92 himſelfe, 
how that h lowed his Father beſt. All the cunning 
Lawpers of the Kingdome conld ſap nothing to the pur- 
poſe, concerning this caſe, ſo that they were info2ced fo 
bengeoft ga grant o; a combat: to2 thep would 
not ſhare the Lands and Gods amonqſt them, but eat rp 
one deſired all oz el e nothing. The King ſe ing no other 
wap to end this controuerſte, granted a combat; the two 
eldeſt being to fight firſt, and the conquerovr to fight 
with the pongeſt, and the ſuruiuer of them was to haue 
the Land. 

The dap being come that was ſet fo: theſe comba- 
tants, they all came in armed fo2 the fight, Fryer Ba- 
con he ing there pzeſcnt, and ſa ing ſuch the luſtie 
poung men like to periſh, and that by their owne fleſh 
and blond, grieued very much, and went to the King, 
deſiring his aie ſtie that he would ſtay the fight, and he 
would finde a meanes without any blodſhed to end the 
matter: the Ring was verp glad hereof, and cauſed the 
Combatants to be bꝛought befoze him, to whom he ſaid : 
Gentlemen; to ſanethe blond of you all, 3 hane found 
a wap, and yet the contronerſie ſhall be ended that is 
now amongſt you : Are you contented fo land ts his 
Judgement that Jſhall * Ther all 9 
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chat they were. Then were they bid fo returne thi& 
dapes after. In that time Fryer Bacon had cauſed the 
Bady of their deceaſed Father to be taken out of the 
groond, and bꝛought to the Court: the body hæ did 
cauſe to be bound to a Sfake, naked from the mid⸗ 
dle vpwards , and likewiſe pꝛepared the Bowes 
and halts foz the tha Bzethzen: all theſe kept her ſe- 
cetily. 

The third day being come, came theſe? thaee Bzetbzcn, 
fo whom Fryer Bacon in the pzeſence of the King, gave 
the thꝛer Bowes and Shafts, ſaying, Be not offended at 
What J baue done, there is no other way but this to indge 
pour cauſe : St here is the body of your dead Father. 
ſhot at him; foz he that commeth ne&relt to his heart,ſhall 


baneallthe Lands and Gwds. 
Che two eldeſt pzepared themſelues, t af him, 
and tucke their Avrowes in his Bzeaſt. Wen bid they 


the yongelt to ſhot ; but he refuſed it, ſaping, J will 
rather loſe all, then wound that body that J ſo leued 
liuing: Mad you euer has but halfe that lone ( in pov) to 
him that J haue, you would rather haue had pour owne 
bodies mangled, then to ſaffer his lineleſſe Cops thus 
to be bſed; nay, you doe not onely ſuffer it, but ron 
are the actozs of this ad of ſhame : and ſpeaking this, 
& \vept. WJ 
Fryer Bacon ſcing this, did giue the Judgement on 
is fids,fo; he loued his Fatherbeft,and therefoze had all 


wer Bacons was highly commended cf all men; foz her 
did not one ly gine true Judgement, but alſo ſaued much 
blod that would haue bene ſhed, had they bene lafferen 
to haue fought.

They anſwered him againe, that they knew that der had 
enough, and therefoze it was but folly to delay them, but 
ftratght let them haue it by faire meanes, oz elſe they 
would vſe that extreamitie to dim that hee would bes 
loath to ſuffer. Yee (&ing them ſo reſolute, told them 
that they ſhould haue all that he hav, and gaue io them 
one hund2ed pounds a man. Herewith thop ſ@med con⸗ 
tent, and would haue gone their wares. Nay ſaid Fry- 
er Bacon, J pzay Gentlemen at my requeſt tarry alittle, 
and beare ſoine of my mans Puſicke ; pou arehp2ed tea⸗ 
fonable well already, J hope in courteſie yon will not 
den mee ſo (mall a requeſt, That will wa not, (ſaid 
ther all.) | 

Miles thoughtnow to haue ſome ſpoꝛt with them, which 
hi had, and thereſdꝛe pap luſtily on his Tabs; and 
Pipe: ſo ſone as theꝝ heard him play(againf their wits) , 
they fell a daunting. and that after ſuch a labozious mans | 
ner, that they quickly wearied themſelnes (fo they hav 
all that while the baggesofmoney in their hands.) my

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had Fryer Bacon not reuenge enough on them, but 
bid bis man Miles leade them ſome larger mcaſare as he 
fitting , which Miles did. Miles [ſtraight ledde 
them out ok the houſe info the flelds, they followed him, 
daunting after a wilde Anticke manner: Then led her 
them ouer a bꝛoad dike full of water, and they followed 
bim ſtill, but not ſo god a way as he went (foz he went 
ouer the Bꝛidge, but they by reaſon ok their dauncing, 
could not kepethe Bꝛidge, but fell off, and dauncing 
tough the water) then led hee them thzough a way 
where a hozle might very well haue bene vp to the belly ; 
they followed him, and were ſo durtie, as though they had 
wallo ved in the myꝛe like S wine Sometime gaue her 
them reit onely lo laugh at them: then were they ſs lle 
pie when her did not play, that they fell to the ground.

How Vandermaft, for the diſgrace that he had receiued by 
Fryer Bacon, ſent a Souldier to kill him; and how Fryer 
Bacos eſcaped killing, and turned the Souldier from an 
Atheiſt to be a good Chriſtian. 


Bacon ſitting one day in his tudy, loked 0- 
Frater he were to happen to him that 
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moneth,there found he, that in the ſecond wirke of the 
moneth,betwene Sunne rifing and ſetting, there wag a 
great danger to fall on him, which would withoat great 
care of pꝛenention take away his life. This danger 
which he did fozeſee, was cauſed by the Germane Con- 
iurer Vandermaſt, foz he vowed a renenge fo; the diſgrace 
that he had reteiued.

abſtaine from till fo want of action, ant te doe gt

Againſt their wills. Jt is a god pꝛo e, 
Fryer Bacon) Delt thou belæue 25 
ſuch thing, anſwered the — .* will II 
ther the contrary, (aid the Fryer ; and pzeſently rapſed 
the ghoſt of Julian the Apoſtata, who cams bp with. bis 
body burning, and ſo fallof wounds, that it almoſt did 
affcight the Souldioar out of his wits. Then Bacon did 
command this ſpirit to ſpeake, and to ſhew what hee 
was, and whetef0ze hee was thus fozmented ? Then 
ſpake hee to it in this manner: I ſometimes was a Ro- 
mane Emperour ;ſome count greatnefle and happineſſe: 
J had a happineſſe beyonymp Empire, had J kept that, 
Jhadbenea happy man: would Ahadloſt my Empire 
when J loft that, A was a Chziſtian, that was my hap⸗ 
pineſſe; but my felfe-lone and pzide made me to fall from 
it; fo2 which J now am * with neuer ceaſing 
to2ments,which I muſt ill endure : the like which J en⸗ 
ioy is now pꝛepared fo2 vnbcleeuing wꝛetches like my 
18 vaniſhed heawap. 

All this whilethe @ouldier fad quaking, and ſweat 
as be had felt the tozments himſelfe; and falling downe 
on his knees defircd Fryer Bacon to infliuc him in a bet- 
ter courſe ol life, then de had yet gone in, Fryer Bacon 
told him, that he ſhould not warit his heiye in any thing, 
which he perfozmed.infkrucing him better: then gane hg 
bim money, and ſent him to the warres ofthe holyland, 
where he was Caine,

NE farre from Fryer Bacon, dwelt an olde mas 
that had great ſtoꝛe of money which hee let out to 4 
bſe, and would neuer doeany good with it to the paze, 
though Fryer Bacon had often put him in minde of Pie:
